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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 10, 13, 15-16, and 26-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Nelson (5,087,495). 

Nelson teaches an apparatus for transferring xerographic images, comprising a pair of 
pressure elements (Figs. 4-8, 71, 72) with a lower support member having a smooth upper 
surface (72) and an upper heatable strip (35, 38) having a smooth surface (Fig. 2), a pair of 
rotatable compression wheel (71, 75) having a Teflon surface parallel to the surface of the lower 
support member (col. 5, lines 66-68), wherein the lower support member and the upper heatable 
strip are directly contact the flexible imaging transfer sheet (Figs. 4-5). 

In regard to claim 13, wherein the heatable strip is an adhesive layer, which is a plastic, 
and electrically resistive material. 

In regard to claims 15-16, 26 and 27, Nelson teaches that the heatable member is a 
rotatable compression wheel (71) made aluminum and having a Teflon coating, wherein the 
rollers are movable toward and away from each other (in the direction shown by an arrow in 
Figs. 4-8). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 11-12, 17-20, and 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Nelson (5,087,495). 

Nelson discloses an image transferring apparatus as described above, but fails to disclose 
that the strip has a width of between 6mm and 30mm. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the applicants 
invention was made to modify Nelson by providing the strip having appropriate dimension 
depending on the type, and size of the imaging substrate (belt) and the pressing force, and 
pressing temperature, in order to produce a rigid seam region between different layers of the 
imaging belt. In Gardner v. TEC Systems, Inc., 725 F.2d 1338, 220 USPQ 777 (Fed. Cir. 1984), 
cert, denied, 469 U.S. 830, 225 USPQ 232 (1984), the Federal Circuit held that, where the only 
difference between the prior art and the claims was a recitation of relative dimensions of the 
claimed device and a device having the claimed relative dimensions would not perform 
differently than the prior art device, the claimed device was not patentably distinct from the prior 
art device. 

In regard to claims 17-19, Nelson discloses that the heatable member (35, 71) made of an 
adhesive tape, or aluminum, or silicone rubber with a resilient material formed at the contact area 
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(col. 5, lines 39-43, line 65 to col 6, lines 2), wherein the adhesives tape and the resilient 
material on the surface of the heating member are plastic and electrically resistive material. 

In regard to claim 20, Nelson discloses that the roller is heated from about 200°F to 
375°F (col. 6, lines 2-6), which inherently is above the glass transition temperature and below 
the melting temperature of some of the polymer material being used. 



5. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 10-13, 15-20 and 22-27 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
